From this context it is clear that "instead" of is referring to 
external memory. Thus it becomes clear that the memory must be integrated into the application specific circuit disclosed by Dowling. As 
shown above the rejections of the claims 1-20, 22-51, 53-89 and 91-107 are seen as proper and are thus maintained. 
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
